Some Questions that Might Be Addressed 


1. What has been the economic impact of Cuba's military 
activities in Africa? 


-- loss of national output caused by absence of workers 

-- impact upon the labor force 

-- logistical costs of ship and air transport of troops 

-- hard currency losses (termination of some Western aid 
programs ) 

-- effects upon Soviet support 


2. What are the political and social effects of Cuba's 
African policy? 


-- level of domestic political support 

-- sense of pride in Cuban accomplishments 

-~ avenues for career advancement 

-- formation of a new revolutionary generation 


3. What have been the effects on the Cuban military? 


-- enhanced combat capabilities 
-- weakened air defense capabilities on the island 
-- acquisition of new equipment from USSR 


4. What are the long-term implications, assuming that Cuba 
does not significantly reduce its military role overseas? 


-- creation of new elite groupings 

-- rising demands for career advancement 
-- effects of continued casualties 

-- long-term economic effects
